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WHEN  DO  CLASSES  MEET? 

Classes  may  start  and  end  at  any  time  during  each  term, 
depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  offering.  Dates  for  the 
beginning  and  ending  of  this  term  are : 

September  29  to  January  16. 

HOW  MANY  NIGHTS  A WEEK  DOES  A CLASS  MEET? 

All  informal  adult  classes  meet  one  night  a week.  Some  courses  carrying  high 
school  or  college  credit  meet  twice  a week.  The  number  of  times  per  week  a class 
meets  is  given  after  each  course  description.  * 

MAY  ONE  REGISTER  FOR  MORE  THAN  ONE  COURSE? 

It  is  possible. 


HOW  DOES  ONE  REGISTER? 

There  are  three  ways  to  register*  for  an  evening  school  class: 

1.  Use  the  blank  inside  the  back  cover  of  this  booklet  and  mail  it  with  a check 
or  money  order  to  E.  W.  Rowley,  Director  of  Adult  Education,  Joliet 
Township  High  School  and  Junior  College,  Joliet,  Illinois.  Make  checks 
payable  to  Adult  Education  Division  of  the  above  institution. 

2.  Register  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  the  Joliet  Township  High  School  and 
Junior  College  building  on  one  of  the  following  nights: 

September  23,  24,  or  25,  from  7 : 30  to  9 : 00  p.  m. 

3.  Come  to  the  office  of  the  Joliet  Jimior  College  (Room  243)  any  time  between 
the  hours  of  8:00  a.  m.  and  5:00  p.  m.  on  any  registration  day,  Tuesday 
through  Thursday,  and  fill  out  registration  cards. 

ARE  COURSES  LIMITED? 

Yes,  many  of  them  are.  It  is  important  that  you  register  as  early  as  possible.  Limited 
courses  will  be  filled  in  order  of  paid  registrations.  Additional  registrations  will  be 
accepted  on  opening  night  if  the  class  has  not  reached  its  limit. 

WHAT  ARE  THE  COSTS? 

Tuition  — Classes  must  be  self-suppor'ting.  In  every  case,  tuition  is  calculated  to 
cover  costs  of  instruction  and  general  expenses.  Tuition  fees  vary  from  $3  to  $15.00 
per  semester.  Out-of-district  people  will  be  charged  an  additional  fee  commensurate 
with  costs. 

For  many  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bulletin,  the  tuition  charge  is  stated  with  the 
description.  In  all  cases  where  a tuition  charge  is  given,  a registration  fee  of  one  dollar 
is  included. 


The  cost  is  not  given  in  the  descriptions  for  courses  that  meet  either  sixteen  or  twenty 
sessions.  All  sixteen  session  classes  will  have  tuition  calculated  according  to  the  follow- 
ing schedules:

In  all  such  classes  an  additional  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  will  be  charged. 

Classes  which  are  entirely  vocational  and  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  through  the 
Illinois  State  Board  for  Vocational  Education  carry  tuition  at  approximately  one-half 
the  rate  indicated  above. 

Fees  — In  a few  laboratory  or  vocational  courses  there  are  fees  ranging  from  fifty 
cents  CO  six  dollars  per  term. 

DO  YOU  WANT  A HIGH  SCHOOL  DIPLOMA? 

If  you  are  twenty-one,  you  may  take  the  General  Educational  Development  Tests 
given  once  a month.  High  school  subjects  are  also  offered  for  credit  when  there  is  a 
sufficient  demand. 

WHEN  MUST  TUITION  AND  FEES  BE  PAID? 

Tuition  and  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  registration.  Tuition  and  fees  paid  in 
advance  will  be  refunded  if  classes  are  cancelled  because  of  insufficient  registration. 

MAY  VETERANS  USE  THEIR  BENEFITS? 

Veterans  eligible  for  educational  benefits  may  use  them  for  payment  of  tuition,  books, 
and  fees.  You  should  process  your  documents  with  the  Veterans’  Secretary  at  the 
school.  No  benefits  may  be  secured  until  after  you  have  your  “Certificate  of 
Eligibility.” 

IF  YOU  WANT  SOMETHING  ELSE 

Let  us  know  what  the  subject  is  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  set  up  a class.  Any 
club,  organization,  business  or  group  of  individuals  desiring  educational  services  of 
any  type  should  call  the  Adult  Education  Division  of  the  Joliet  Township  High 
School  and  Junior  College  and  make  its  needs  known.  Activities  that  compete  with 
classes  already  listed  may  be  shifted  to  avoid  conflicts. 


ALL  ADULTS  may  enroll  for  non-credit  informal  courses.  Regardless  of  your 
age  or  previous  education,  you  should  be  able  to  find  something  of  interest  or 
value  to  you.  Perhaps  you  would  like  to  pursue  a hobby,  to  learn  new  skills  for 
greater  on-the-job  efficiency,  or  to  broaden  your  horizons  by  participating  in 
discussion  groups,  music  organizations,  or  purely  recreational  activities.  Look 
over  the  list  of  offerings  in  this  booklet. 

JUNIOR  COLLEGE  STUDENTS  may  register  for  evening  school  classes 
needed  to  complete  day  schedules. 

ADULTS  AND  OUT-OF-SCHOOL  YOUTH  are  eligible  to  enroll  in  junior 
college  classes  and  in  classes  for  high  school  credit  for  which  they  have  the 
proper  background.  You  may  ask  for  counseling  service  in  planning  a series 
of  courses  that  will  meet  requirements  in  the  various  curriculums  offered  in  the 
day  school  for  college  or  high  school  credit. 

ADULTS  WITH  MORE  THAN  SIXTY-SIX  HpURS  OF  COLLEGE 
CREDIT  who  wish  courses  to  transfer  to  other  institudons  may  register  in 
classes  sponsored  for  their  convenience  by  a senior  college  or  university.  If  you 
are  a teacher,  you  may  find  what  you  need  in  this  group  of  offerings. 

JOLIET  TOWNSHIP  HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENTS  may  register  for  the 
“World  Today”  series.  Community  Oratorio  Society,  or  the  Little  Symphony. 
They  may  enroll  in  other  classes  with  the  consent  of  their  counselors.  Students 
from  other  schools  may  enroll  with  the  consent  of  their  parents  or  school 
principals.

English  I is  an  elementary  course  in  English  for  the 
native  born  who  can  neither  read  nor  write.  It  is 
a course  designed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  stu- 
dent who  wants  to  learn  to  read,  write,  and  speak 
English  used  in  everyday  conversation  and  writings. 
The  student  is  not  required  to  have  any  formal  edu- 
cation nor  a certificate  indicating  that  he  has  at- 
tended school.  All  the  student  is  required  to  have  is 
a willingness  to  learn.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is 
to  teach  the  student  the  names  of  things,  particu- 
larly the  names  of  tools  and  implements  used  in 
one’s  everyday  life;  and  the  pronunciation  of  words 
and  how  to  write  them  in  English  letters.  The  stu- 
dent will  have  an  opportunity  to  practice  in  class. 
English  I is  open  to  all  who  use  the  cyrilic  alphabet 
and  who  wish  to  learn  the  English  letters. 

Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  6:30- 
7:30  p.  m. 

English  H is  a course  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  student  who  has  some  knowledge  of  the  Eng- 
lish letters  and  words,  and  who  wishes  to  learn  the 
fundamentals  of  grammar,  spelling,  reading,  and 
writing.  This  class  is  not  open  to  students  who  nei- 
ther read  or  write  in  their  native  language.  One 
must  have  at  least  a working  knowledge  of  elemen- 
tary grammar.

He  is  listed  in 
Who’s  Who  in  American  Educa- 
tion and  the  American  Men  of 
Science.  He  has  been  on  the  fa- 
culty of  the  Joliet  Township  High 
School  and  Junior  College  since 
1925,  and  is  head  of  the  Geology 
department  of  the  Junior  College 
and  Earth  Science  department  of 
the  High  School. 


MUSIC  — ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
METHpDS  IN 

This  is  a study  of  the  processes  of  development  of 
tonal  thinking  in  children,  with  a survey  and 
analysis  of  current  materials  for  use  in  singing, 
creative  activities,  and  beginning  musical  instru- 
ments. Special  attention  is  given  to  the  psychology 
of  childhood  learning  in  music.

has  a B.A.  and  M.A.  from  the  University  of 
Kansas  and  his  doctor’s  in  music  education  from 
the  Teachers’  College,  Columbia  University  He 
possesses  a well-rounded  experience  in  music,  and 
has  made  extensive  studies  in  the  field  of  childhood 
musical  development. 

PSYCHOLOGY  — GENERAL 

This  is  a basic  course  designed  to  give  information 
of  value  to  people  in  their  every  day  living  as 
well  as  a cross  section  of  what  is  basic  in  the 
science  of  psychology.  This  is  a prerequisite  for 
practically  any  other  course  in  the  field.
